Q ueen Elizabeth has or- 
dered Prince Williann’s 
pregnant wife Kate Mid- 
dleton to forget her plan 
for a home birth! 

The Duchess of Cambridge was 
determined to break with tradi- 
tion and deliver her first daughter 
in a maternity unit set up in the 
family apartment in Kensington 
Palace, royal sources told The 
National ENQUIRER. 

But when word reached Queen 
Elizabeth that a guest bedroom 
was to be equipped with every 
device that might be needed in 
an emergency, the monarch put 
her foot down.

“She was horrified and point- 
ed out they must not take 
risks with a baby who one day 
will be second in line to the 
throne,” the source added. 

“It was a shock to Kate that 
the Queen was so concerned. 
Her message left Kate in no 
doubt that this wasn’t so 
much a request, but an order!” 

WILLIAM TRIED TO per- 
suade his grandmother that 
Kate’s medical team was con- 
fident a home birth would not 
present any danger. 

But the 88-year-old royal - 
who gave birth three times at 
Buckingham Palace and was 
herself born at her grandfa- 
ther’s home - “could not be 
swayed,” said the source. 


The little princess will now 
come into the world in the Lin- 
do Wing of London’s St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Paddington, under 
the care of surgeon and gyne- 
cologist Dr. Alan Farthing. 

After that, Kate will take 
charge. “She’ll look after the 
baby herself without the aid 
of maternity nurses or nan- 
nies for at least six months,” 
revealed the insider. 

“She and William have 
vowed that the baby will be 
raised by Mom and Pop - just 
like any regular couple.”

“drug dealer” said he sup- 
plied her with heroin in 
exchange for sex! 

The foul-mouthed “mystery 
man” dropped the bombshell 
allegation about Bobbi Kris- 
tina Brown in a shocking video 
posted to YouTube.

The creep also claimed he 
gave Bobbi Kristina an “eight 
ball” of cocaine the night 
before she was found uncon- 
scious in a bathtub, and sold 
cocaine to her late mother. 

“I sell dope,” the man an- 
nounced in the video. “I been 
selling coke. I’m like the main 
supplier for Whitney Houston. 
I sold her plenty of cocaine.” 

Looking straight into the 
camera, he said: “I feel sorry 
for what happened.

B ruce Jenner’s tragic 
car crash early last 
month stirred up 
painful memories of 
the auto wreck that 
claimed the life of his younger 
brother decades ago. 

“Bruce is still haunted by the 
horror of that, and this new 
crash has only made that hor- 
ror worse,” a source told The 
National ENQUIRER. 

Just 18, Harold Burton “Burt” 
Jenner was killed soon after 
Bruce’s gold medal-winning 
performance in the decathlon 
at the 1976 Olympics. 

One of the gifts Bruce re- 
ceived following his triumph 
was a new dark silver Porsche 
- the same car that led to the 
tragedy. 

On Nov. 30, 1976, Bruce, 


then 27, handed the keys of 
his sports car to his sibling so 
Burt could take it for a spin in 
Canton, Conn. 

THOSE FAMILIAR WITH the 

crash said Burt picked up a 
female pal at Canton High 
School, the same academy 
he’d graduated from just five 
months earlier. 

On a hilly and winding coun- 
try road, Burt lost control of 
the Porsche and crashed. 

The accident killed him 
and his passenger, Judith A. 
Hutchings, 16. 

“My wife was home at the 
time of the crash and rushed 
out of the house. She found 
the car totaled,” Dan Keating, 
who still lives on the street 
where it happened, recalled 
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the car perished, and

to The ENQUIRER. 

“The car veered across the 
road and hit a pole before 
it flipped and landed at the 
foot of our drive. Both pas- 
sengers were ejected.” 

The victims were rushed 
to the hospital, but both 
died later that day. The two 
teenagers were buried in 
cemeteries a few miles apart. 

Judith’s still-anguished 
mother, Ruth Hutchings, now 
77, told The ENQUIRER she 
remains angry at the Jenner 
family. 

“I DON’T WANT to ever 
hear that name again,” Judith 
blasted, in the wake of gen- 
der-transitioning Bruce’s fatal 
four-car accident on the Pa- 
cific Coast Highway in Malibu. 


The investigation into what 
happened on Feb. 7 is ongo- 
ing, with police believing the 
reality TV star’s Cadillac Esca- 
lade rear-ended a white Lexus 
sedan in front of him, and one 
of those vehicles rear-ended 
a Toyota Prius. 

The driver of the Lexus, Kim 
Howe, 69 - a neighbor of the 
Kardashian-Jenner clan in 
Calabasas, Calif. - died at the 
scene. Bruce, 65, was unhurt 
and able to walk away. 

“All these years later, his 
brother’s death still up- 
sets him, and Bruce’s crash 
brought it up again,” said the 
source. 

Bruce has called the acci- 
dent “a devastating tragedy.”

“Everyone was pretty 
much floored, after having been 
invited to Florida for the holiday,” 
said one insider. 

“At the meal, Rosie just 


comfortable for everyone.” 

Finally, Michelle dared to con- 
front Rosie about her talk of 
ending their marriage. 

A source said: “Rosie went into 
a rage. Her screaming was loud 
enough for everyone to hear.” 

That’s when Michelle locked 
herself in the bathroom, as her 
rampaging wife repeatedly 
screamed at her: “Where’s the 
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Xanax, b— h?” 

Said one source: “Michelle 
knew the marriage was over 
right then and there. She loved 
Rosie, but she could no lon- 
ger live this way.

“Rosie eventually came back 
to the house, but - either on her 
way to the hotel, or when she 
returned - she hit one of the 
cars belonging to Michelle’s 
family.”

“In a bizarre ending, Rosie 
acted as if nothing had hap- 
pened,” explained one insider. 
“She just mentioned that the 
whole group would be going 
on a boating expedition the 
next day, and instructed some- 
one to make sandwiches for 
the trip. 

“Rosie said, ‘Make mine roast 


beef, but hold the mustard!’ 
That’s the last thing Michelle’s 
family heard from her.” 

They weren’t interested in 
hearing anything more. 

“In the morning, the family 
headed to the airport as fast as 
they could,” said a source. 

Studio spies and family 
friends claimed that Rosie’s 
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wrath had been building from 
months of fighting on “The 
View.” 

“Rosie had been self-med- 
icating. In addition to taking 
drugs for a heart attack and 
for depression, she was also 
regularly smoking marijuana, 
and drinking about a bottle of 
wine a night!” an insider said. 

THE ENQUIRER exclusively 
reported in January that the 
couple’s marriage was head- 
ed for a divorce. 

Only weeks later, Rosie’s^ 
publicist issued a state- 
ment saying Rosie was 
leaving “The View” and M 
that she had split from Mi- V 
chelle in November, adding 
that Rosie “is putting her 
personal health and family 
first.” 

Asked to comment about the 
allegations in this story, the 
publicist, Cindi Berger, said: 
“This is absurd!” 

The 52-year-old former talk 
show host met gorgeous ex- 
ecutive search consultant 
Michelle in 2011, but the re- 
lationship faced problems 
almost from the start. 

Michelle was diagnosed with 
rare desmoid tumors, and the 
devastating illness forced the 
pair to postpone their nuptials. 

They finally married in a pri-

Stevie said her drug use start- 
ed when a “toot now and then 
relieved the boredom of long 
hours in the studio,” as drum- 
mer Mick Fleetwood put it. 

“Every night [tour manager 
John] Courage would pour the 
usual amount of cocaine onto 
the back of every wrist before 
the show, the bottle-caps of 
coke lined up in the wings,” she 
claimed. 

During a tour of Europe, the 
band leased a posh private 
train to avoid drug searches by 
customs officials. 

Stevie’s drug use led to an in- 
tervention by family members 
and Mick, her bandmate and 
former lover, after a 1986 show.

BEWARE FOODS 
THAT CAN BURN 

While most people know 
acidic foods cause heart- 
burn, there are other foods 
that cause inflammation. In 
chronic inflammation, the 
immune system mistakenly 
attacks normal cells, and 
the healing process be- 
comes destructive. Agave, 
frozen yogurt, barley, rye 
and peanuts are among the 
lesser-known culprits. 

“Inflammatory chemicals 
in food cause asthma and 
may lead to arthritis, ulcers, 
Alzheimer’s disease or even 
heart attack!” said Dr. Stu- 
art Fischer. “Check for arti- 
ficial additives or high sug- 
ar levels that could cause 
hormone dysfunction and 
eventual inflammation.” 



DIET VS. EXERCISE 



T hough it’s possible to lose weight 
with diet or exercise alone, the best 
strategy uses both. If you want a quick 
fix, dieting may be the way to go. Some re- 
search suggests people lose weight more 
quickly when they cut calories rather than 
burning them. “Exercise is not necessary 
for weight loss; however, the only way 
to keep it off is regular, challenging - 
, exercise,” said Dr. Stuart Fischer. 
However, “Many dieters exercise, then 
overeat afterward. That negates the ex 
ercise. Also? Strength training is more 
important for weight loss than cardio 
It converts fat to muscle.”

DOG’S CONSTANT SKIN RASH 
My Yorkie has terrible skin. A vet 
said she had a staph infection and 
put her on antibiotics. That cured 
it for awhiie, but now it’s back. 
Can we remedy this permanently? 
This is not a problem caused 
by bacteria [Staphylococcus] 
looking for a dog to infect, but 
by a bacteria found in the skin of 
most dogs. Normal body-defense 


mechanisms that prevent these 
organisms from infecting the skin 
have failed in your dog’s case. The 
problem responds to antibiotics, 
but the drugs do nothing to 
prevent a subsequent infection. 

In addition to the frequent use 
of a bactericidal shampoo, you 
should ask the vet if vaccination 
with staph toxoid might provide a 
long-term solution.

The Phillip Island’s Penguin Founda- 
tion was looking for folks to knit 
sweaters to save the oil-covered 
flightless birds - and the nurses 
at Alfie’s assisted-living facility 
knew just the man for the job! 
The girls who used to work 
for me, they’ll tell you I’m a 
sucker. I can’t say no,” 
said Alfie, who im- 
mediately knitted 
copious amounts 
of cozy jumpers 
for the besmirched birds. 

And while Alfie’s emergency 
outerwear makes a spectacu- 
lar fashion statement, the real 
purpose is to keep the fastidi- 
ous fellas from preening 


themselves and swal 
lowing the toxic oil. 

“A patch of oil the size of 
a thumbnail can kill a little penguin,” ac- 
cording to the foundation’s website. 

Nearly 500 of the little guys were 
killed by oil from a similar spill in 2001. 

The sweaters can also protect the 
wildlife if donned before a spill. 

Alfie, meanwhile, remains hooked and 
is continuing to stitch himself into Aus- 
tralia’s advanced-age Hall of Fame. 

The foundation has since named Al- 
fie its “most senior jumper knitter,” but 
didn’t know at the time he was also the 
oldest man in Australia!
